Encampment Gets Evicted 





The pilot project was envisioned as a solution to S.F.’s homelessness problem.

Box City, the transitional hous- 
ing experiment that banned tents and re- 
quired residents to build solid structres, 
has been cleared by city officials as of Jan. 
10. Residents of the encampment have 
checked into the Navigation Center at 
1950 Mission Street, and the Department 
of Public Works has provided short-term 
storage for the large shelter structures at 
Pier 50, though residents and volunteers 
had to transport the items themselves. 
Items left behind were crushed and 
thrown into dumpsters, according to a 
statement from the Coalition on Home- 
lessness. 

Organizers of the collection of 
nearly 25 sheds and wooden carts near 
the Caltrain tracks in Mission Bay had 
aspired to provide a new model for 
responsibility and self-management in 
the San Francisco homeless community. 
But the San Francisco Department of 
Homelessness felt the safety risks and 
neighborhood complaints justified 
clearing the encampment, and Box City 
residents have been scrambling to store 
their possessions. 

On Jan. 6, government workers af- 
fixed notices to all the buildings in Box 
City, warning that officials intended 
to shut down the camp by Jan. 10 at 7 
a.m. 


“The City and County of San Francis- 
co will conduct a clean-up of the area,” 
the notice announced, “including the 
removal of all individuals, personal or 
abandoned property, temporary shel- 


ters, and/or garbage from the area. Per- 
sons who refuse to vacate the area may 
be subject to citation and/or arrest.” 
True to their word, DPW arrived 
that morning to clear what was left of

the site. Obviously, organizers and resi- 

dents reacted with disappointment. 

“T wish we would have been able to 
have DPW and city services support 
a pilot project where we were having 





coordinated trash pick up, and having 
rules and agreements about storage and 
space, Amy Farah Weiss, a Box City 
community liaison and advocate for the 
homeless, tells SF Weekly. “But unfortu- 
nately, the city did not want to try that.” 

The Box City residents have all been 
offered a 30-day stay at the Navigation 
Center, a temporary housing shelter 
near 16th Street and Mission Street. 
Some have taken that offer, others are 
trying to negotiate storage arrange- 
ments for their structures before mov- 
ing in. “If we take care of that issue, 
then it’s not as much of a barrier to get 
people into the Navigation Center,” Far- 
ah Weiss says. 

But some homeless San Franciscans 
remain skeptical of the shelters and 
Navigation Centers. “There are certain 
things we don't like,” a former Box City 
resident who identified himself only as 
Rolando tells SF Weekly. “Some shelters 
don’t have ventilation. The air is not 
rotating inside. People are sick, and you 
don’t know who’s sick.” 

‘Tl try the Navigation Center,” he 
adds. “If it’s good, if it’s nice, I'll stay.” 

The problem, though, is that he can 
only stay for 30 days.

LOCAL TEEN SCORES AUDIENCE 
WITH MICHELLE OBAMA 


Gunn High School senior Kev- 
in Ji, a 17-year-old from Palo Alto, 
skipped school this past Friday. He had 
a pretty good reason. He was in Wash- 
ington, D.C., meeting with first lady 
Michelle Obama discussing strategies 
to expand access to higher education. 

Ji was one of only 17 high school 
students nationwide to be selected to 
Michelle Obama’s Better Make Room 
Student Advisory Board, the student 
panel of the first lady’s initiative to 
encourage and expand access to higher 
education to kids in underserved com- 
munities. 

“T want to usher in a culture of 
empowerment among American youth 
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regardless of their background,” Ji 
said in a statement. “I will continue 
my mission to ‘better make room’ for 
those voices that remain unheard. 
Higher education should not just be 
for the privileged.” 

Young Mr. Ji already had quite a 
resume before his selection to the 
first lady’s student board. He served 
for three years on the Palo Alto Youth 
Council, receiving numerous mini- 
grants from the Palo Alto Think Fund 
and founding the Palo Alto Teen Histo- 
ry Bowl in 2016. 

As a member of the Student Advi- 
sory Board, Jiis tasked with creating 
more of a college-bound culture at his 
school. Of the 17 students selected to 
the Better Make Room Student Advi- 
sory Board, two-thirds are from pri- 
marily low-income high schools, and 
most plan to be the very first members

WATCHDOGS HIT TRUMP PICK 
OVER MORTGAGE FRAUD 


One of the great mysteries of 
the subprime mortgage crisis of 2008 is 
why none of the bankers who engaged in 
fraud were ever sent to jail. Donald 
Trump’s pick for Treasury secretary, 
Steve Mnuchin, has the unfortunate 
nickname “the king of foreclosures.” 
That’s because Mnuchin served as the 
CEO of Pasadena-based OneWest Bank, 
which foreclosed on 35,000 California 
homes between 2009 and 2012. 

Now that he is being sent to head 
the U.S. Treasury, California consumer 
watchdog groups have seized on a new- 
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ly released 2013 memo they say proves 
Mnuchin illegally foreclosed tens of 
thousands of California homes. 

The leaked 2013 memo from the 
California Attorney General’s office, 
first published this week by The Inter- 
cept, found that OneWest Bank illegally 
backdated foreclosure notices. In some 
cases, they backdated the notices to 
dates before OneWest Bank was even 
in existence. 

OneWest Bank also has the distinc- 
tion of foreclosing a 90-year-old wom- 
an’s home because her mortgage check 
was 27 cents short. 

“How can the king of foreclosures, 
who has made his living off of the 
misery he personally caused on tens 
of thousands of families like mine, be 
considered Treasury secretary?” One- 
West foreclosure victim Peggy Mears 
said, according to a statement from 
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the Alliance of Californians for Com- 
munity Empowerment. “No one who 
oversaw the defrauding of thousands 
of homeowners should be allowed to 
serve watch over our country’s money 
as Treasury Secretary.” 

The Alliance of Californians for 
Community Empowerment and other 
watchdog groups are also calling on 
Rep. Xavier Becerra, who has been 
selected to be California’s new attorney 
general, to prosecute Mnuchin and 
OneWest Bank based on these new 
findings. 

Former Attorney General Kamala 
Harris declined to prosecute Mnuchin 
or OneWest Bank when presented with 
these findings in 2013. She’ll have her 
chance again, as she’s now a California 
senator who will vote on Mnuchin’s 
confirmation as Treasury secretary. JK

50 Years Since 


S.F.'s Summer 
Of Love

This year is the 50th 


anniversary of the iconic 1967 Sum- 
mer of Love. For those unaware, this 
social phenomenon occurred when 
more than 100,000 people from 
around the country descended upon 
San Francisco and specifically the 
Haight-Ashbury neighborhood, cele- 
brating music, fashion, civil rights, and 
ample drug use. 

You could say 1967 was fated 
from the get-go to be an important 
year: Only two weeks into January, 
thousands gathered in Golden Gate 
Park for a Human Be-In (also called 
the Gathering of the Tribes) as a 
direct response to the illegalization 
of LSD that had taken place the prior 
fall. 

The Human Be-In was announced 
to the masses in a story published in 
the San Francisco Oracle, an under- 
ground newspaper that was passed 
around the Haight-Ashbury neigh- 
borhood. 

“A new concept of celebrations 
beneath the human underground 
must emerge, become conscious, 
and be shared, so a revolution can be 
formed with a renaissance of com- 
passion, awareness, and love, and the

revelation of unity for all mankind,” 
the paper read. 

The event was very Beat-centric, 
featuring writers Allen Ginsberg, 
Gary Snyder, and Lawrence Ferling- 
hetti, who spoke on themes of per- 
sonal and spiritual empowerment, 
encouraging the approximately 
30,000 attendees to question author- 
ity. Ginsberg, who was in his mantra 
phase, was said to have chanted, 
“This is really it, and it is all perfect” 
over and over again to the crowds. 

By the time Spring Break rolled 
around, high school and college stu- 
dents started flooding Haight-Ash- 
bury, and the large migration of 
hippies to the tiny neighborhood 
started drawing national media at- 
tention. Live music events were held 
frequently, especially in the Panhan- 
dle; houses slept dozens each night; 
and art-making was rampant. 

By October, the crowds began 
to dwindle as students returned to 
school and rainy weather set in. A 
ceremony dubbed “The Death of the 
Hippie” was staged on Oct. 6, 1967, 
to signal the end of the Summer of 
Love. But Mary Kasper, one of the 
event’s organizers, perhaps put it 
best when she closed out the year 
with this eulogy: 

“We wanted to signal that this 
was the end of it, to stay where you 
are, bring the revolution to where 
you live, and don’t come here be- 
cause it’s over and done with.” 

Throughout 2017, SF Weekly will 
take a look back five decades at these 
and other events that put San Fran- 
cisco solidly on the counterculture 
map.

Small Growers 
Fear Changes 
Promised by 
Prop. 64 


Has legalized pot put the small 
farmers of Northern California's 
Emerald Triangle at risk? 


Flow Kana’s co-founder Adam 
Steinberg started his company with a vi- 
sion: He wanted to see branded flower on 
the shelves of dispensaries — products 
that told patients the “who, where, and 
how” of the medicine they were purchas- 
ing. 
While the idea of branded flowers 
may seem commonplace in 2017, Stein- 
berg says the concept was novel when 
Flow Kana first put their business plan 
together. 

“Two years ago, it was pretty much 
farmers going in and selling in bulk, by 
the pound, in turkey bags,” he says. “Dis- 
pensaries were throwing it in their own 
packaging and consumers had no idea 
where it was coming from. We wanted 
to create a model that added more trans- 
parency.” 

To facilitate their plan, Flow Kana 
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partnered with three co-ops in the Em- 
erald Triangle — the triad of Humboldt, 
Mendocino, and Trinity counties — so 
nicknamed because collectively, they 
represent the largest cannabis-produc- 
ing region in the United States. 

While the small farmers that make 
up these co-ops are, in Steinberg’s view, 
“cultivating and growing the best canna- 
bis in the world,” they are not by nature 
marketing gurus or terribly familiar 
with the intricacies of distribution. An 
alliance was formed, and nowadays, pa- 
tients can purchase Flow Kana products 
from dispensaries like Magnolia Well- 
ness in Oakland and know exactly who 
grew the flower, where it was grown, 
and how. 

To that last point: All of the farmers 
represented by Flow Kana adhere to a 
sun-grown organic approach. For Jane 
Futcher and Erin Carney, the women 
behind Wild Women Herbals, one of the 
craft farmers whose product Flow Kana 
distributes, the technique has 
become about more than just 
sustainability — it’s spiritual. 

“Working with these 
plants has been a great spir- 
itual blessing, as well as an 
economic one,’ Futcher says. 
“The plants are very nurturing 
to us. As we nurtured them, 
they nurtured us in a way that 
we hadn't anticipated.” 





Indeed, Wild Women Herbals have 
immense respect for the plants that 
have become their livelihood. Since 
Futcher, who hosts KZYX’s “The Can- 
nabis Hour” in Mendocino, was given 
some seeds 11 years ago and decided to 
grow them “asa lark,” the two-woman 
operation has found a deep passion for 
outdoor cannabis cultivation. Futcher 
says that all of their plants are named 
for important females in their lives, 
which serves to strengthen her spiritual 
connection to their work. 

“I have a sister with whom I’ve been 
estranged for 40 years,” Futcher says, 
“and when I’m with the plant I named 
after her, there’s an energy exchange, 
and I feel like ’'m with my sister, healing 
that relationship.” 

While Futcher and Carney concede 
that it’s difficult to quantify how the 
care they instill in their plants translates 
to the finished product, the love they 
put into their work is exactly what Flow 
Kana wants patients to see. 

“T think a lot of farmers up in 
the Mendocino area specifically are 
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looking to us to be a voice for them,’ 
Steinberg says. “Our job is to share their 
story, to actually put their name on the 
product and give them credit, and to 
help ensure that they will have a place in 
the market as things continue to devel- 
op and become more commercialized.” 

Speaking to the women behind Wild 
Women Herbals, it is the specter of a 
fully commercialized cannabis industry 
that they fear most. Despite the fact 
that Proposition 64 in large part will 
not affect farmers like Carney and 
Futcher until 2022 — when the limits 
on farm sizes and permits will be lifted 
and corporate growers can come in and 
undercut prices — the two say that the 
current onslaught of regulations and 
taxes are already forcing many growers 
in the Emerald Triangle to throw in the 
towel. 

Currently, Wild Women Herbals’ 
annual expenses include paying a steep 
tax to the water board, renewing their 
growers permit from the sheriff's de- 
partment, and paying an additional $50 
per plant to the sheriff’s department, as 

well as attorney’s fees, retain- 
ing special accountants, and 
the costly ordeal of having ev- 
ery plant tested to comply with 
regulations. Now California is 
also trying to push ahead with 
a harvest tax, which would 
force Wild Women Herbals to 
pay taxes on the gross yield of 
their crops. 
“They want to tax us at 
the moment we harvest the 
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plant,’ Carney explains. “That doesn’t 
make any sense, because it doesn’t 
account for any plant loss. Every year, 
we have plant loss. A lot. It’s significant. 
There’s mold, there’s mildew, there may 
be critters — every farmer has plant 
loss, and here we'd be paying a tax on 
the gross and maybe on plants that we 
can't even sell.” 

A former midwife in the Bay Area, 
Carney sees parallels between her for- 
mer profession and her current one. 

“One of the things in midwifery I 
knew is no matter how I much I studied, 
I'd never know everything. I did over a 
thousand births, and I always felt like 
the longer I did it, the less I knew. This 
is similar. There’s always something new 
that you've never encountered before.” 

Hopefully with the help of Flow Kana 
and advocates like Hezekiah Allen of the 
California Growers Association, the ad- 
vent of legalized recreational cannabis in 
California will not spell the end of craft 
farmers like Wild Women Herbals. 

Futcher says all options are on the 
table. 

“It’s going to be really interesting 
to see whether the regulations drive 
most people back into the black market, 
whether they cause a lot of people to go 
out of business, or whether they actually 
help businesses to thrive.”

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Confessions 
Of a Lifetime 
Hotel Crasher

I blame my father. I thank my 
father. 

Hotel crashing is, perhaps, his 
greatest gift to me. True, he did help 
create my human life, but what is a 
human life if it isn’t spent soaking 
away the day’s stress in the San Diego 
Marriott’s hot tubs with nary a room 
number to your name? 

My father never heard a rule he 
thought applied to him, and so he was, 
of course, completely deaf to unspoken 
rules. It never occurred to anyone to 
outright say, “You can’t have a door- 
man call a cab for you if you're not a 
hotel guest,” and so my father did, and 
he was right. In the days before Uber, 
it was an infinitely better option than 
trying to hail a cab on the street. As 
I quickly learned by his side, a hotel’s 
default dedication to absolute hospi- 
tality means they exist in the gray area 
between private business and public 
resource. 

Poverty was not a factor. Our house 
was public-school-teacher-humble but 
well-stocked; hotels were simply an 
open window to a better life. Growing 
up in Boston, he would take us to the 
lobby of the Fairmont Copley Plaza 
to watch Patriots games. The TV was 
massive by comparison, the couches 
softer, and if we got hungry, he would 
have us wander the halls looking for 
room-service trays that paying hotel 
guests had left out. It’s a fundamental 
rule of psychology that hotel guests al- 
ways order far more than they can eat, 
and so entire orders of untouched club 
sandwiches and french fries were ours 
for the taking. 

I grew up thinking of hotels as pub- 
lic spaces that also happened to have 
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beds people paid to sleep in, and while 
I would eventually gather enough basic 
adult dignity to ditch eating lukewarm 
room service, the rest I kept. When I 
left Boston for college in San Diego, I 
quickly learned that by far the fastest 
and easiest way to get from the dorms 
to the airport was simply to stand in 
front of the nearest hotel with my 
luggage and step onto the free shuttle. 
There was never even the slightest 
problem. Never. 

When I moved to San Francisco 
more than a decade ago, I was suddenly 
like Augustus Gloop, nearly drowning 
in Willy Wonka’s chocolate river. The 
city’s hotels are an embarrassment of 
riches, and over the years, frequenting 
them has become as reflexively a part 
of my day as arguing about the relative 
merits of Cancun’s burriots versus La 
Taqueria’s. 

If ’'m feeling particularly energetic, 
Pll still climb Nob Hill, chugging wa- 
ter the entire way, simply to feel like 
a 1930s millionaire for the length of 
time it takes me to use the Fairmont’s 
bathroom. I wrote part of this article 
in the Hyatt Regency, a far better place 
to work than a bustling Starbucks, and 
when friends visit from out of town, 

I always take them to the seemingly 
always deserted top floor of the Nikko. 
There, at night, the city’s lights ghost- 
ing through the fog, you'll find a view 
not listed in any guidebook. 

Speaking of which ... just how 
common is hotel crashing? Truth be 
told, I have no idea. It’s a situation 
analogous to Fight Club, only in this 
case, the Brad Pitt and Edward Norton 
characters would never even admit to 
each other that Fight Club exists. ’ve 
had my suspicions sitting with some- 
one in a hot tub: Was that a subtle nod 
from a fellow clandestine crasher or 
just someone stretching their neck? 
I’ve never been foolish enough to ask, 
and I wouldn't trust anyone who asked 
me. In all the years I’ve been ghosting 
in and out of hotels, I’ve never met or 
talked to anyone who copped to doing 
the same, although it’s impossible to 
believe I’m the only one. 

Neil deGrasse Tyson’s once wrote, 
“To declare that Earth must be the 
only planet in the universe with life 
would be inexcusably bigheaded of us.” 
And I say the idea that I must be the 
only non-guest peeing in hotel bath- 
rooms is just as silly. 

I’ve never had even a shimmer of 
a problem with hotel staff either. The 
closest thing to an open acknowledge- 
ment I’ve ever seen is when the Westin 
St. Francis updated its glass elevators 
to only work with a key card after the 
breathtaking view they afforded blew 
up on the internet. This, however, only 
stops the amateur not willing to feign 
the embarrassed pocket search that in- 
variably prompts that nice middle-aged 
couple to swipe their card for you. It’s 
a basic maneuver that, by the way, will 
similarly gain you access to nearly any 
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indoor pool. 

Hotel crashers go largely unnoticed 
because, in so many ways, “crash” is 
the worst possible word for what we 
do. It’s more like the relaxed-but-con- 
fident slide of a lifelong surfer into 
the perfect wave. But just like Kleenex 
took over the minds of Americans to 
such a degree that now any tissue is 
called a Kleenex, Vince Vaughn and 
Owen Wilson made a movie one time, 
and so here I am, forced to refer to ho- 
tel whispering by the much more crass 
“hotel crashing.” 

In any case, here’s the secret to ho- 
tel crashing: There is no secret. 

Because this is the United States, 
being a White male helps, but it’s by no 
means necessary. All you really need is 
confidence, although even that’s not 
particularly required. Real guests have 
no idea where they’re going either, and 
real guests routinely wander around 
dressed like they just woke up from an 
Ambien-induced nap. (It’s impossible 
for me to overstate how easy this is.) 

My method the first time I enter a 
hotel is to immediately walk purpose- 
fully to the elevators and ride to the 
top floor. Sometimes you'll get nothing 
but yet another row of doors, but often 
if hotels have any special perks, they 
keep them as close to the sky as pos- 
sible. I’ve discovered amazing views, 
hidden snack rooms, and elegant, 
wood-paneled libraries this way. From 
there, do a quick reconnaissance lap. 
How’s the lobby? The bathrooms? The 
pool? 

If the hotel is particularly bland or 
cloistered, I’ll just move on, but as a 
general rule, the nicer the hotel, the 
more easily accessible it is. A Motel 6 
might be on high alert for drunks me- 
andering in from the neighboring Buf- 
falo Wild Wings, but a five-star Hilton 
isn’t risking accidentally locking out 
someone who’s paying $1,000 a night. 
And so just walk in, go up to the desk 
and say, “I’m sorry, what’s the Wi-Fi 
password again?” 

They'll tell you with a smile. Thank 
them, and then make yourself comfort- 
able and binge-watch Stranger Things in 
surroundings far more luxurious than 
your own. Anything more, and you're 
doing too much. 

In fact, a successful hotel crasher 
is like a barnacle on a whale, existing 
with their mighty host in a state of 
obligate commensalism, neither harm- 
ing nor helping. Never make the life 
of an employee even a fraction more 
difficult, and never, ever, enter a room. 
You're a barnacle, and the key to your 
survival is being as pleasantly unno- 
ticed as possible. 

My father taught me that, and now 
he’s taught you, too.

A: Thank you for your message, Cristy, and 
congratulations to you and your wife on your 
great news. 

| can appreciate why you might find 
California law regarding pregnancy contus- 
ing. Three different statutes determine the 
amount of time an employee can take off 
work due to pregnancy and child birth: the 
Family Medical Leave Act (FMLA), California 
Family Rights Act (CFRA) and the Pregnancy 
Disability Leave (PDL) law. 

The FMLA is a federal law that provides 
pregnancy leave. In California, pregnancy 
leave is also covered under CFRA and the 
PDL, two state laws. Combined, the three 
leave laws can — under certain circumstanc- 
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es — provide up to seven months of unpaid 
leave, but each case needs to be analyzed 
Individually. 

Under the FMLA and CFRA, you may 
take a leave of up to 12 weeks in a 12-month 
period for the birth of your child. 

You are eligible for leave under the federal 
FMLA and the state CFRA if the following 
criteria are met: 

— You have worked for your employer 
for at least 12 months (even if temporary or 
part-time): 

— You have worked at least 1,250 hours 
(an average of 25 hours per week) during 
the 12 months before the leave; and 

— Your employer employs at least 50 
people within a 75-mile radius of your 
worksite. 

Even if you are not eligible for FMLA and 
CFRA leave, you still are entitled to take up 
to four months of unpaid PDL if you are dis- 
abled due to pregnancy, childbirth or related 
medical conditions, and your employer em- 
ploys at least five employees. 

Generally, health care providers will cer 
tify a pregnancy disability leave from four 
weeks before childbirth and six weeks after 
a vaginal delivery or eight weeks after deliv- 
ery by cesarean section. Nevertheless, you 
may take up to four months of PDL for com- 
plications, severe morning sickness or other 
disabilities related to pregnancy, childbirth 
or a related medical condition. The specific 
duration of disability within that fouemonth 
window must be determined by your health 
care provider. 

The PDL and FMLA leave run concur 
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statute

rently. You cannot add the 12 weeks of the 
FMLA to the four months of the PDL. Under 
the CFRA, however, you are entitled to 12 
weeks of baby-bonding time after your baby 
is born. This leave can be added to leave tak- 
en under the FMLA and/or PDL. 

Therefore, pregnant employees who are 
eligible for FMLA/CFRA leave may take both 
a PDL leave for the time they are disabled 
and a 12-week CFRA leave to care for and 
bond with their child. 

Cristy, | hope your employer, without any 
objection or hassle, provides you the Tull 
amount of leave you are entitled to under 
the facts of your situation. Keep in mind, it 
is unlawful for an employer to interfere with 
an employee exercising their leave rights, 
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including discouraging the leave, threaten- 
ing retaliation or requiring the employee to 


work In some capacity during the leave. In 


most cases, you are entitled to return to the 


same or similar position at rates of equal 
pay and benefits. Refusal to reinstate is a 


form of discrimination, and any retaliation is 


torbidden.

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f laughter is the best 
medicine, many San Francis- 
cans may need some whip-its 
and 500 cc of fentanyl after a 
record downer of a year. 

Every January since 2002, 
San Francisco’s Sketchfest has risen 
to the challenge, offering a beacon of 
mirth in the post-holiday fog of win- 
ter. Started by co-founders Janet Var- 
ney, Cole Stratton, and David Owen, 
the festival has welcomed comedians 
and talents from film, television, im- 
prov, sketch, stand-up, and more for 
an event that now spans three weeks 
and occurs in a multitude of venues 
across the city. 

This year, the skills of the perform- 
ers on the lineup will be tested like 
never before. 

Coming on the heels of myriad 
celebrity deaths and an onslaught of 
disheartening political developments 
— the ambulatory cream cheese 
sculpture masquerading as a world 
leader gets inaugurated smack dab in 
the middle of the run — the audienc- 
es at Sketchfest will be in dire need of 
a reason to giggle. 

The role of comedy in the age of 
Trump is complicated. Speaking toa 
variety of comics scheduled to appear 
at Sketchfest this month, their expec- 
tations and plans for how comedy will 
shape the months and years to come 
varies as wildly as the shows they will 
participate in over the coming weeks. 

Some have faith that comedy will 
be sharper than ever and act as a tool 
of empowerment. Others fear the re- 
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percussions of numbing our fears with 
humor. Comedy Bang Bang host Scott 
Aukerman once quoted the late comic 
Harris Wittels as saying, “ ‘T just think 
motherfuckers wanna laugh, ” and in 
a time when little else makes sense, 
that seems like a fair assessment of 
what comedy can offer. 

There are no easy answers, but 
plenty of thoughtful ones and — luck- 
ily for all of us — more than a few 
laughs. 


RHEA BUTCHER TRIES 10 COPE 
Comedian Rhea Butcher didn’t 
even have to wait for the final states to 
turn red before she got a first-hand ex- 
perience of what it felt like to look for 
laughs in an acutely unfunny moment. 

Along with her wife, fellow comic 
Cameron Esposito, Butcher is one 
of the creators, writers, and stars of 
Take My Wife, a new series on NBC's 
streaming service Seeso that follows 
a fictitious version of the couple 
through their daily lives. Even before 
Take My Wife’s release in August, 
Butcher and Esposito already had a 
history of sharing the stage, as co- 
hosts of the Put Your Hands Together 
podcast, taped weekly at the Upright 
Citizen’s Brigade Theatre in Los An- 
geles. 

Perhaps envisioning a celebratory 
evening, the two decided to schedule 
a show for the evening of the election, 
Nov. 8, 2016. 

“That was a wild experience,” 
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Butcher says. “I don’t even have words 
for it, really. We had no jokes. ... I just 
started crying backstage. It was so 
shocking and difficult, but at the same 
time, I’m glad I was doing something 
I love. It helped me to be able to share 
that moment with other human be- 
ings who definitely chose to be at our 
show.” 

She says the experience reminded 
her of a Le Tigre/Gossip concert she 
went to the night after George W. 
Bush’s re-election in 2004. She recalls 
both bands being dressed in black, 
and Gossip lead singer Beth Ditto 
passing around a hat to collect do- 
nations for a gallbladder surgery she 
needed. 

“That’s what 2004 was like,” she 
adds. 

Butcher agrees that 2016 has been 
both one of her best and worst years. 
In addition to the release of Take My 
Wife’s first season, she put out her 
debut comedy album, Butcher, on the 
Kill Rock Stars label, and on Dec. 12, 
celebrated the first anniversary of her 
marriage to Esposito. Take My Wife 
has also been renewed for a second 
season. 

On the other hand, there is the 
election, and the rampant misogyny, 
bigotry, and hate that it has brought 
to the foreground. 

Butcher says she’s still processing 
how to turn her feelings into laughs. 
She'll share the results when she 
appears as part of the SF Sketchfest 
Dozen, an annual showcase that cele- 
brates 12 of stand-up’s most talented 
rising stars, at the Punch Line on Jan. 
28. 

“It’s a difficult thing, because so 
much of my comedy was really about 
being from Ohio,” she explains. “Ohio 
is a red state. It wasn’t red in 2008 or 
2012, but it’s a red state, and there are 
a lot of great people there. In my com- 
edy, I was trying to show that while I 
may not be the typical person you'd 
interact with at your office or job, we 
still have a lot of common interests. 

I thought if I could maybe change a 
couple of minds — it’s like once you 
crack the door open, you can get in 
further. But now I feel like the door 
is locked, bolted, and nailed shut. I 
just don’t know who it is I want to be 
talking to, and I’m still figuring that 
out.”

RAPHAEL BOB-WAKSBERG 
WORRIES ABOUT TREE HOUSES 


The search for an audience has 
always been a pivotal piece of the come- 
dian’s trade. 

In the case of Raphael Bob-Waks- 
berg, it was his animated Netflix 
program BoJack Horseman that took 
a little while to find its viewership. 
While the series does feature an ex- 
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ceptionally funny roster that includes 
Will Arnett, Paul F. Tompkins, and 
Amy Sedaris, The New York Times’ Ste- 
phen Rodrick accurately described its 
tone last year as “melan-comedy.” 

The show has never been afraid 
to prioritize somber truths over easy 
laughs. It focuses on the titular Bo- 
Jack, a horse and former sitcom star 
who now spends his days mired in 
depression and self-sabotage resulting 
from what he sees as a failed career. 

Bob-Waksberg says BoJack Horse- 
man is reflective of a larger trend in 
comedy: embracing the harsher as- 
pects of real life over neatly packaged 
flights of fancy. 

“Most people put the nexus of this 
map at Louie,” he says. “From there, 
there’s been this new idea of how TV 
can be made and the stories that can 
be told. You're not always going to like 
the characters, and it’s not going to 
resolve the way you want it to or think 
it should. I think a lot of creative peo- 
ple in the industry have been embold- 
ened by that.” 

Certainly BoJack Horseman has 
made a name for itself among crit- 
ics and viewers over its first three 
seasons. That’s mostly owing to its 
honest and, at times, heartbreaking, 
portrayal of characters that — while 
largely depicted as dogs, penguins, 
and other inhabitants of the animal 
kingdom — very accurately reflect 
the flawed core of human nature. 
Bob-Waksberg will put his own human 
nature on display when he is joined 
by lead designer and animator Lisa 
Hanawalt at Cobb’s Comedy Club on 
Jan. 28 for “Picture This,” a show in 
which animators from the series will 
draw stand-up comedians as they 
perform. 

In past episodes, the show has bra- 
zenly taken on controversial elements 
of the real world. In Season 2’s “Hank 
After Dark,” hippopotamus newscaster 
Hank Hippopopalous finds himself 
embroiled in allegations of sexual 
assault. Mirroring the real-life scandal 
of Bill Cosby — but written prior to 
comedian Hannibal Buress’ viral rant 
that brought Cosby’s accusers into 
the national spotlight — the episode 
is both exceedingly dark and entirely 
enlightening. 

“We're really not trying to be super 
topical and timely with our comedy,” 
Bob-Waksberg explains. “The process 
takes awhile, so we’re looking at larger 
trends and what we want to say about 
society.” 

In the wake of the election and its 
subsequent developments, Bob-Waks- 
berg admits to feeling torn between 
believing in the power of his show and 
others to speak truth and call out in- 
justice and dismissing their efforts as 
all for naught. 

“T want to believe that as the wan- 
dering minstrels, we need to speak 
truth to power by portraying things as 
they truly are and as they should be, 
and by exaggerating things in comical 
and fanciful natures, we can thereby 
change hearts and minds.” 

“Conversely, I think it’s hard to look 
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at what’s happening in our country 
and not feel like, “‘What’s the point of 
anything?’ ” he adds. “It’s hopeless, it’s 
pointless, and we're all just mastur- 
bating furiously in a tree house and 
calling it art. Are we just looking into 
our navels and out our assholes and 
telling ourselves that the work we do 
is important and making a difference, 
when in fact, clearly it is not? I don’t 
know. I honestly feel both things si- 
multaneously.”

DAVE FOLEY FINDS TRUTH 
IN THE ABSURD 


In contrast, Kids in the Hall 
alumnus Dave Foley has already made 
his mind up about what role we can ask 
comedy to play in the uncertain times 
ahead. 

“T don’t think comedy is ever really 
important,” he says. 

Deadpanning, he adds, “I think if you 
take a look back through history, you'll 
see how the comedians in the Weimar 
Republic were able to prevent the rise 
of Hitler.” 

Far from Rhea Butcher’s more 
politically direct comedy or BoJack 
Horseman’s social commentary, Foley’s 
sketch group Kids in the Hall delivered 
their messages through the prism of 
absurdism. A natural successor to the 
work of Monty Python, the quintet 
found their laughs through timeless 
concepts that often hinged on ridicu- 
lous characters — and lots of men in 
drag. 

Foley credits Saturday Night Live 
creator (and Kids in the Hall produc- 
er) Lorne Michaels with affording 
the group the freedom to do as they 
pleased on their sketch show, which 
ran for five seasons on HBO, and later 
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CBS. If Foley doesn’t believe the com- 
edy they were doing was important 
per se, it was unquestionably ground- 
breaking. 

No other show that aired from 
1988 to 1994 featured such a wide 
array of gay characters and themes, 
and especially ones where the sexual 
orientation of the character was often 
neither their defining trait nor the 
larger point of the sketch. 

“Since part of our group was gay, 
then that was just part of what we 
talked about and part of what we 
represented as the normal world we 
lived in,” Foley explains. “We weren't 
going, ‘Get ready, America! Gay issues 
down your throat!’ We only knew how 
to write about ourselves, because we 
were narcissists.” 

Foley returns to Sketchfest with 
fellow Kids in the Hall members Bruce 
McCulloch, Kevin McDonald, Mark 
McKinney, and Scott Thompson on 
Jan. 14 for a live stage reading of Brain 
Candy, the lone feature film the group 
released after the end of their tele- 
vision show. Foley says these events 
serve as a “family reunion” of sorts, a 
chance to catch up and make plans to 
see each other again. 

The joy with which he describes 
getting back together with the gang, 
if only for a few days, speaks to what 
Foley views as the main service of 
comedy, especially in hard moments 
like what he calls “the bleak specter of 
the next four years.” 

“T think comedy can make you feel 
less isolated. I know for me, as a child 
growing up, the largest thing that 
comedy did in my life was just to make 
me feel less alone, to have comedians 
expressing the same view points I had. 
I know that I feel much better going 
to bed at night after I’ve watched Ste- 
phen Colbert’s monologue, because I 
just feel less alone when I watch Col- 
bert. I feel less isolated and lost ina 
world that’s gone mad.”

WYATT CENAC BELIEVES 
NOT ALL NEWS IS FUNNY 


As a former correspondent for 
The Daily Show, Wyatt Cenac knows all 
about the benefits and downsides of cut- 
ting the truth with humor to make it 
more palatable. 

Cenac worked under Jon Stewart 
from 2008 to 2012, where he covered 
issues ranging from the shooting of 
Trayvon Martin to the outrage sur- 
rounding a mosque being built near 
New York City’s Ground Zero. Since 
then, he’s continued his career as the 
host of Night Train With Wyatt Cenac, a 
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weekly stand-up showcase in Brooklyn 
that was recently turned into a series 
for Seeso. Cenac will host a special 
edition of Night Train at Sketchfest 

on Jan. 13 at Cobb’s, featuring guests 
like Bobcat Goldthwait, Claudia 
O’Doherty, and Steve Agee. 

While he has no regrets about de- 
parting The Daily Show when he did, 
Cenac acknowledges that the world 
remains ripe with material. 

“Since I left the show, there’s defi- 
nitely been moments where things 
have happened and I’ve thought, “Oh, 
if I still worked at the show, this feels 
like something that would be interest- 
ing to talk about,’ ” he says. 

Nowadays, there is undoubtedly an 
appetite for “funny” news: programs 
that not only report on world events 
but also offer humorously pointed cri- 
tiques and ridicule. Several Daily Show 
alumni have gone on to host their own 
late-night series, including Samantha 
Bee (Full Frontal), John Oliver (Last 
Week Tonight), and of course, Stephen 
Colbert, who recently made the move 
from The Colbert Report to fill David 
Letterman's seat at CBS. 

Cenac fully appreciates what The 
Daily Show offered under Stewart and 
continues to offer with its successor, 
Trevor Noah. However, he does ex- 
press concern for those who choose to 
ingest all their news through a humor- 
ous filter. 

“At the end of the day, whether 
it’s a presidential election, a tragedy, 
someone being murdered, or just a 
rainy day, I think that comedy pro- 
vides a relief of tension for people. The 
danger is when that relief makes them 
apathetic.” 

He says this concern was some- 
thing that persisted through his ten- 
ure on The Daily Show. He compares 
the effect of relying too heavily on 
satirical news programs as akin to put- 
ting salve on a wound but never treat- 
ing the underlying injury — or worse, 
forgetting it’s even there. 

“I was aware of this sense like, 
all right, we’re helping people digest 
information and we're doing it in this 
comedic way, but are we also letting 
them off the hook from doing other 
stuff, from being active? If we go and 
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we help to filter their outrage into a 
funny thing, at the end of the day, are 
we adding to the conversation or are 
we just placating and sedating an audi- 
ence with humor? That’s a danger with 
stuff like this.” 

Furthering his point, Cenac points 
to Fox News, one of The Daily Show’s 
most frequent targets, as an example 
of how simply skewering a foe with 
witticisms and scrutiny is unlikely to 
topple it. 

“For as long as we spent railing 
against Fox News, it’s not like Fox 
News ever said, “Yeah, you're right, 
we're shitheads. All right, we’re going 
to shut it down and we’re just going to 
show cat videos 24 hours a day.’ They 
still did exactly what they wanted to 
do.” 

He believes the true value of The 
Daily Show and its brethren lies in 
being a conversation starter, a vehicle 
to engage ideologically opposed family 
members, friends, and colleagues in 
an effort to find common ground, and 
perhaps even change minds. Ultimate- 
ly, however, Cenac is grateful for the 
time he spent in the writers’ room 
and on the scene as a member of the 
program. 

“It was definitely an education,” he 
says, both in using comedy to respond 
to things quickly and in learning to 
work in an environment that forces 
you to have to pay attention to things 
that are going on, whether it’s political- 
ly, socially, or globally.”

JEFF GOLDBLUM RELISHES 
THE SURPRISE 


Jeff Goldblum may not be a 
comic by trade, but he’s earned an honor- 
ary degree in the art of being hilarious, 
with a filmography that stretches back 
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40 years. 

From an auxiliary role in 1977's 
Annie Hall to starring turns in seminal 
features like The Big Chill, Independence 
Day, and of course, Jurassic Park, Gold- 
blum emanates a giddy eccentricity 
that bleeds into his characters. It might 
be why he’s found a career resurgence 
in the hands of auteurs like Wes Ander- 
son, who cast Goldblum in his features 
The Life Aquatic With Steve Zissou and 
The Grand Budapest Hotel, and is now 
reuniting with him once more for his 
next project. 

“T think it’s in the same ballpark 
as the stop-motion Fantastic Mr. Fox 
world,’ Goldblum says of the as-yet-un- 
titled film. “It takes inspiration from 
Japanese animation of some kind. It’s 
all about dogs, and I voice the part of a 
dog that is in a pack with, I believe, Bill 
Murray, Bob Balaban, Bryan Cranston, 
and Ed Norton. Wes is a genius, of 
course, and it’s just a thrill and a de- 
light to be around and work with him. 
I'd be in a sleeping bag on the sidewalk 
waiting for the first performance.” 

Goldblum is equally complimentary 
toward the various comedians and pro- 
grams he’s worked on over the years, 
from a recurring role on IFC’s Portland- 
ia to guest appearances on The Larry 
Sanders Show and Inside Amy Schumer. 
His knowledge of comedy borders on 
the encyclopedic, from his affinity for 
the surreal Adult Swim adventures of 
Tim and Eric to how much he loved the 
2014 New Zealand vampire mocku- 
mentary What We Do in the Shadows. 

It was that project’s co-director, Tai- 
ka Waititi, who convinced him to board 
Marvel's latest intergalactic blockbust- 
er, Thor: Ragnarok. Goldblum says that 
nowadays, the choice of which roles to 
accept is a combination of his respect 
for the person behind the camera and 
the overall intent of the film. 

“It’s not the only thing,” he says 
when asked whether a film’s message 
or impact weighs into his choice to 
join. “But yup, I’m interested in what 
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we re putting out, what impact it might 
have, what it’s trying to say, and what 
its themes might be.” 

For a man whose acting credits run 
the gamut from grotesquely devolving 
into an insect in The Fly to owning an 
artisanal knot store in Portlandia, it 
comes as little surprise that his live 
performance at Sketchfest on Jan. 

14 at the Swedish American Hall is a 
loosely formatted variety show. Pre- 
sented weekly at the Rockwell in his 
native Los Angeles, the show features 
piano playing, audience interaction, 
movie trivia quizzes, and Goldblum 
going into each performance knowing 
next-to-nothing. 

“T specifically tell my so-called di- 
rector John Mastro to clue me in to 
as little as possible,” he says, “so it’s 
all a surprise to me, as much as the 
audience, and hopefully a nice surprise. 
John usually does a little research and 
makes some special thematic through- 
line. He’ll surprise me with pieces of 
paper in between songs. I’ve never seen 
them before, and then I'll cold-read 
them and am cold-guided by these lit- 
tle snippets. They’re usually things that 
I need to expand upon, free associate 
about, or quiz the audience with.” 

What then would Goldblum’s free 
association be were Mastro to hand 
him a slip of paper that read “2016”? 

“Well, it was a special year for me. I 
had my first child some 17 months ago 
now, named Charlie. Charlie Ocean, in 
fact. He could not have filled up this 
year with more adorableness, educa- 
tion, spectacle, nourishment, soul, 
enrichment, and entertainment. He’s 
something else. I have good associa- 
tions with 2016. The weather may get 
bad, and bad things may happen, but 
how we choose to surf it is entirely in 
our power.»

Shoe Company All 
Star/Non Skid, 1923

Some 32 years after they helped 
catapult him into the ranks of the world’s 
billionaires, and turned Nike into a 
global juggernaut, a pair of basketball 
shoes that launched Michael Jordan’s 
commercial empire are sitting behind a 
glass case at the Oakland Museum of 
California, where museum-goers take 
selfies with them, as if they were a 
vaunted painting by Leonardo da Vinci. 

Like the 16th-century Mona Lisa 
that’s ensconced in the Louvre, the 
Nike Air Jordan I is recognized around 
the world and across generations. So 
its inclusion in the exhibit, “Out of the 
Box: The Rise of Sneaker Culture,” is a 
natural fit. In fact, Jordan’s entire shoe 
line, year by year, is there. 

But what’s not there is also telling: 
a reminder that Jordan was loath to 
damage his commercial interests and 
take strong political views during his 
playing days. He could fly through the 
air like Superman, but ran from taking 
political stands. Asked in 1990 to en- 
dorse Harvey Gantt — a Black candi- 
date for U.S. senator in North Carolina 
running against the racist incumbent, 
Jesse Helms — Jordan declined and 
reportedly said, “Republicans buy 
sneakers, too.” 

The exhibit’s absence of Jordan's 
full backstory is odd, since “Out of 
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the Box: The Rise of Sneaker Culture” 
occupies a gallery that’s next to “All 
Power to the People: Black Panthers at 
50,” an exhibit that narrates the Black 
Panthers’ political, social, and cultural 
impact. Members of the Panthers risked 
everything they had — including their 
lives — to make a difference. Jordan 
risked little. Where “All Power to the 
People: Black Panthers at 50” details 
the highs and lows of the Panthers’ 
struggles, “Out of the Box: The Rise 
of Sneaker Culture,” which originated 
at Toronto’s Bata Shoe Museum, is 
mostly celebratory. The exhibit’s biggest 
strengths are its display of over 130 ath- 
letic shoes, from the 19th century to the 
present day, and its book and wall labels 
detailing the periods and people crucial 
to the popularization of sneakers. 

In the mid-1800s, the introduc- 
tion of vulcanization — a process 
that made rubber more durable and 
elastic — led to the first functional 
rubber sports shoes. The exhibit 
features both a “pre-vulcanized” pair 
of rubber shoes and a pair of spiked, 
leather running shoes from between 
1860 and 1865 that are thought to be 
the oldest surviving pair of its kind. 
In the late 1800s, manufacturers 
aimed athletic shoes at people with 
the means to spare on “leisure time,” 
so — as seen in the exhibit’s com- 
panion monograph — one London 
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Converse Archives, Courtesy of the American Federation of Arts 


company advertised “Lawn, Tennis, and 
Yachting shoes” whose leather could be 
cleaned with “pipe clay.” 

Converse changed the shoe landscape 
with its 1917 introduction of a popular 
high-top basketball shoe. But according 
to “Out of the Box,” it was hip-hop per- 
formers in the 1970s and early ’80s — 
before Jordan played a single NBA game 
— who set the stage for athletic shoes’ 
ascent. And it was Run-D.M.C., whose 
members emphasized shoelace-less 
Adidas sneakers in their music and live- 
stage performances — and who signed 
a million-dollar endorsement deal with 
Adidas in 1986 — that also cemented 
the sneaker as a sartorial item that went 
way beyond sports. 

You didn’t have to play sports to be

a sports-shoe wearer, and the exhibit 
connects the dots between these early 
hip-hop artists and the tech workers, 
skateboarders, and grunge rockers who 
also wore sneakers in the 1980s. The 
flashy, ostentatious sneakers of more 
recent vintage — like the Christian 
Louboutin “Roller-Boat,” which features 
“gold pony-skin uppers embellished 
with aggressive studs” and retails for up- 
ward of $1,000 — are also under glass 
at OMCA. 

“Out of the Box” is the first North 
American exhibition to look at the histo- 
ry of sneaker culture. The book gets into 
some detailed political instances, such 
as the 1968 Olympics, when U.S. track 
medalists John Carlos and Tommie 
Smith removed their Puma shoes on 

the medal stand and thrust their fists 
in the air while “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” played for their benefit. 
Carlos and Smith were protesting 
economic and racial injustice. 

“The athletes used their moment of 
fame to highlight the hypocrisy of an 
America that valorized their achieve- 
ments yet maintained a racist soci- 
ety,’ the exhibit book notes, “as well 
as to symbolize the poverty endured 
by people around the world.” 

Most people who visit “Out of the 
Box” won't read the book. And the 
monograph doesn't have details of 
Jordan’s apolitical history. Jordan 
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is a complex, contradictory figure in 
professional sports. “Icons” is how the 
exhibit labels his first pair of Jordan 
shoes. And that is certainly true. “Out 
of the Box” is one of those exhibits 
that prompts you to see the world a 
bit differently. On a bus ride in San 
Francisco not long after seeing the ex- 
hibit, I noticed the sneakers of fellow 
riders, including those of a man in his 
60s who wore a pair of early Michael 
Jordans, with a Jordan silhouette on 
the back and Jordan’s playing number, 
23, on the side. 

“T have another original pair at 
the house,” he told me. “A pair of Bo 
Jacksons.” 

Jackson, a baseball and football 
star, turned pro after Michael Jordan. 
Unlike Jordan, though, he thrived in 
two professional sports. People still 
look up to Jackson long after he played 
for a living, just like they look up to 
Jordan. Shoes have long become an ex- 
pressive art form, according to “Out of 
the Box.” You can wear them and make 
a statement without saying a word. In 
his own way, that’s exactly what Jor- 


dan did. 


From 1978 to 2007, photogra- 
pher Alex Webb took scores of images in 
Mexico. In “Alex Webb: La Calle,” at San 
Francisco’s Robert Koch Gallery, Webb’s 
sublime talent for capturing profound 
contrasts is on display, as in his 1996 im- 
age, Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico. 
Three pairings occupy the sunny scene in 
front of a government registration of- 
fice: A young couple in embrace on the 
right (with hands going everywhere); a 
man holding a young girl, likely his 
daughter, who are both in shadow in the 
center; and a man on the left who’s hold- 
ing a red San Francisco 49ers book over 
his head. Love and mystery flood this 
image of bright colors. 

Calle means “street” in Spanish, and 
Webb specializes in spontaneous street 
portraiture. Even when his subjects 
notice his gaze, as in 1978’s Matam- 
oros, Tamaulipas, Mexico, in which a boy 
in a cemetery looks directly at Webb’s 
camera, it only adds a layer of drama. 
In Matamoros, Tamaulipas, Mexico, a 
horse and two riders are in the dis- 
tance across the skyline, amid wooden 
crosses and wreaths placed by the liv- 
ing for those who've departed.

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Cosmic Human 
Evolution

For the thousands of drivers 
who go past Cosmic Human Evolution ev- 
ery day, the sight of Ernest Doty’s 

and Ryan Montoya’s giant figures offer a 
glimpse of the future. 

And that future is the post-21st 
century, when — in Doty’s figurative 
rendering, which occupies the mural’s 
right side — humans will have no faces 
to speak of, just a kind of blue sky from 
which the trail of a rainbow emerges. 

Doty’s depiction is absolutely surre- 
al. In fact, Doty calls his newer paint- 
ings “future, surreal pop art.” 

“It’s a theme that I’ve been in for 
the past year,” Doty, 37, says of Cos- 
mic Human Evolution. “I just got tired 
of painting birds. I was doing a lot 
of bird murals, and I’ve done a lot of 
weird, crazy, mythical monster-look- 
ing things. They’re all really the same 
character, and they all fall along the 
same storyline in my head. I think 
we as a species, humankind, have 
the ability for great potential, and I

think we’re going to reach a point of 
enlightenment, but it will be too late, 
and at a cost to both ourselves and our 
environment. That’s why my characters 
are malformed. They’re supposed to be 
a shaman version of us in the future. 
They’re supposed to be really old, and 
represent all humankind.” 

Doty’s figure in Cosmic Human Evo- 
lution holds a mushroom, and the birds 
in this and Doty’s other work are there 
to “bring a sense of nature back into 
our urban environment. I see birds 
as a messenger that can go back and 
forth between two worlds.” The work’s 
rainbows, he says, connect to the Hopi 
prophecy that imagines a pure world 
in the future, and to a sense of “magic 
and creativity.” 

Doty is one of the Bay Area’s most 
prolific street artists, with about 100 
works on buildings and walls that he’s 
put up in the eight years that he’s lived 
in Oakland. Doty moved there from 
his hometown of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, and he’s a full-time artist who 
gets many commissions. His mural 
with Montoya near the entrance to 


Highway 880 — sponsored by Athen B. 


Gallery and funded by the VSCO Artist 
Initiative and Nido restaurant — went 
up on a wall that was formerly hit with 
graffiti. 

“T can pretty confidently say,” he 
says, that I have more murals than

anybody in the Bay Area.” 

Doty, whose work often has polit- 
ical and environmental motifs, was a 
participant in the Occupy Movement. 
In October 2011, he was one of the 
people who helped Iraq War veteran 
Scott Olsen in downtown Oakland 
after a police projectile hit him in the 
head. In New Mexico, Doty’s step- 
brother and cousin were killed by po- 
lice, he says. Through his art, Doty says 
he wants to remind people — includ- 





ing drivers about to head toward the 
Nimitz Freeway, but especially children 
— what he thinks is important. Cosmic 
Human Evolution went up about a year 
ago, in just four days. 

“T think the community is more 
effective and more necessary for the 
community than government or po- 
licing,” he says. “I go to almost every 
single protest. I try to be politically 
aware of everything that’s going on. 
Tread. And connect. But I’m really

His role is to serve, nothing 
more, nothing less. 

Like a household appliance or a 
piece of furniture, he is there when 
you need him — and neatly tucks him- 
self away when not required, asking 
nothing beyond being used for his 
purpose. Occasionally, my girlfriend 
will reward him for his service by 
beating him to a pulp with floggers, 
paddles, whips, and even an occasional 
taser. But there is no sex. There is 
definitely no kissing. He rarely speaks 
if not spoken to, and he’s always ready 
to be of service. 

On our second date, he cooked us 
filet mignon and left without eating 
a bite, glowing from the monstrous 
beating he’d been given.

He’s not quite an employ- 
ee, and he’s not quite family. He’s 
a unique combination of all four, 
more akin to a squire or a butler than 
anything else. His time, service, and 
resources are how he expresses his ad- 
oration, and in a world where so many 
men feel entitled to women’s time and 
attention, it’s incredibly refreshing 
to spend time with a man who gives 
freely and expects almost nothing in 
return.

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Chronic 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 

Michel Franco’s Chronic is a challenging 
mumblecore movie about dying, andasa 
Mexican-French co-production, it feels 
very much like what it is: a foreign film 
shot in sunny Los Angeles. David (Tim 
Roth) is a hospice nurse who tends to ter- 
minally ill patients in their homes, often 


above and beyond the call of duty, with- 
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Neruda

Cinema. 
If nothing else, the past 12 months have 
been great for director Pablo Larrain. Af- 
ter last February’s deeply disturbing The 
Club and the high-profile Jackie in Decem- 
ber, Larrain’s Neruda is a dreamy, self-re- 
flexive biopic of famed Chilean politician, 
poet, and all-around bohemian Pablo Ner- 
uda (Luis Gnecco). The picture covers a 
brief but crucial period of its subject’s life, 
when Neruda and his wife, Delia (Mer- 
cedes Moran), went into hiding after his 
open protest against the imprisonment of 
Communist miners angered the incoming 
fascist government. Neruda makes his 
way through the Chilean underground 
without causing too much of a dent in his 
lifestyle — there’s still debauchery and or- 
gies — while being pursued by barely 
competent policemen and self-styled noir 
gumshoe Oscar Peluchonneau (Gael 
Garcia Bernal), who also unreliably nar- 
rates. The picture begins to twist in on it- 
self in the second act, including some of 
the most egregrious rear-projection work 
since To Catch a Thief — complete with 
cutting between location and studio foot- 
age within a scene — but where that was 
Hitchcock having no truck with “realism,” 
here it plays into Oscar beginning to ques- 
tion his own reality. Neruda is ultimately 
about as historically accurate as Miles 
Ahead, but like that film, it’s also more sat- 
isfying and poetically truthful than had it 
just related events as they happened.

20th Century Women 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at AMC Metreon. 
There was a haze, a fuzziness, hovering 
around the characters in Mike Mills’ 2010 
film Beginners. Much of it had to do with 
the emotional impact of grief and the in- 
ability of the main character to connect 
with other people. Mills employed 
washed-out colors and hushed the human 
interactions down to a controlled still- 
ness. The filmmaker rebukes that kind of 
celluloid fade-out in 20th Century Women, 
a seaside movie teeming with the mess of 
American lives in the late 1970s. A gifted 
visual memoirist, the director speaks in 
his own adolescent voice as well as in his 
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late mother’s. The result is a cross be- 
tween I Remember Mama and what might 
be called A Portrait of the Artist as an Ado- 
lescent. Annette Bening plays Dorothea, 
the single mother of Jamie (Lucas Jade 
Zumann) who senses a shift in the cul- 
tural zeitgeist and doubts her ability to so- 
lo-parent him. To compensate for her 
imagined failings, she willfully attracts an 
eccentric community of misfits in and 
around their decaying Edwardian house, 
among them Greta Gerwig as a red-haired 
photographer, Elle Fanning as Jamie’s un- 
sentimentalized dream girl, and Billy 
Crudup as a New Age man who can't quite 
plant his feet on the ground. It’s Bening’s 
presence, though, that quashes the quirk 
factor. She becomes the film’s conscience, 
restrained and questioning, her eyes filled 
with the turbulent blues of the nearby 
ocean waves.

100 Streets 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Jim O’Hanlon’s soapy but affecting drama 
100 Streets takes place within one square 
mile of London’s Chelsea and Battersea 
districts — though the legendary Batter- 
sea Power Station sadly does not make an 
appearance. It follows three primary char- 
acters from differing social strata as they 
go on about their individual but occasion- 
ally intertwined dramas. Max (Idris Elba) 
is a former rugby star estranged from his 
wife, Emily (Gemma Arterton), and chil- 
dren due to his tomcatting, alcoholism, 
and drug abuse; Kingsley (Franz Drameh) 
is a low-level drug dealer and promising 
writer trying to make a non-criminal life 
for himself; and George (Charlie Creed- 
Miles) is a cabbie whose efforts to adopt a 
child with his wife, Kathy (Kierston Ware- 
ing), are waylaid when he accidentally kills 
a pedestrian while swerving to avoida 
careless bicyclist. The most touching rela- 
tionship proves to be Kingsley and his un- 
expected mentor, the Nina Simone-loving 
cemetery caretaker Terence (Ken Stott) 
— whois, by far, the wisest graveyard 
worker since Hamlet. The very British 
100 Streets makes its subtext text to the 
extent that it wouldn't be a surprise to see 
the words “Director’s Message” flash on 
the screen, but it’s always a joy to hear 
Elba using his native accent, even if cer- 
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out displaying much of a lust for life in his 
own right. His off-hours don’t extend to 
much more than constant exercise, anda 
slow attempt at reconciliation with his es- 
tranged daughter Nadia (Sarah Suther- 
land). Chronic is both unflinching and 
unsentimental in its look at the indigni- 
ties of living with a terminal illness, and 
Franco films most scenes in a long, unbro- 
ken medium shots without music or cam- 
era movement. Although a few threads 
threaten to turn into a plot, particularly 
regarding the lengths David goes to for 
the elderly John (Michael Cristofer, far 
less menacing than he is on Mr. Robot), 
Chronic doesn’t really have a story or arc to 
speak of. Present in every scene and sel- 
dom betraying emotion, Roth’s blank per- 
formance keeps Chronic from becoming 
another entry in the Sad Bastard genre, 
but by its (wholly unexpected) denoue- 
ment, it’s a character study in which little 
is revealed about the character being stud-

NYC's famed modern Indian restaurant Babu Ji opens an outpost on Valencia Street.

Valencia Street is a synonym 
for hip — except when it isn’t. While 
Mid-Market’s spate of closures hogs 
most of the attention, there have been a 
few prominent crashes-and-burns along 
the Mission’s most ride-hail-clogged thor- 
oughfare. So in a reverse of Mission Chi- 
nese Food’s move from S.F. to New York’s 
Chinatown, Jennifer and Jessi Singh’s 
near-fatally hip, Lower-East-Side-by-way- 
of-Melbourne Indian restaurant Babu Ji 
has landed here. Its premise is pretty sim- 
ple: making Indian food sexy. 

Although I would have preferred the 
sauces and chutneys to be toned down 
here and there, it succeeds. And the 
chef’s tasting menu ($62, with optional 
$24 beer and $34 wine pairings) is the 
way to go about it. From the start, you 
notice the care and attention paid to 
harmonious, seductive textures that 
characterize this kitchen. 

Presented as an amuse bouche — 
i.e., one per person — Babu Ji’s gol 
gappa had the right amount of body 
and didn’t gush open in one’s mouth 
like juice bombs. Next, a patty with a 
paneer-esque filling called “hung yo- 
gurt,’ plus an edible orchid and a truly 
gorgeous beetroot sauce, was heav- 
enly. I’m a rigid ideologue in terms of 
keeping sea critters’ heads intact, and 
beyond the satisfaction of picking the 
meat out of the carapace, the texture 
of the four tandoori prawns was nearly 
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creamy. (In what turned out to bea 
theme, it was doubly sauced, with a 
tamarind chutney that was particularly 
good.) 

Even more heavily slathered were 
the chunks of “Colonel Tso’s” cauliflow- 
er, this time in an agrodolce chili sauce 
that wouldn’t have been out of place at 
my favorite Korean hole-in-the-wall, 
and flecked with sesame seeds. The 
texture was a marvel, too: It turned out 
that the cauliflower was boiled, broiled, 
and then deep-fried. And the strange 
name isn’t just an allusion to General 
Tso, but an homage to 
immigrants — specifically, 
to a restaurant Jessi Singh 
encountered in a small 
Australian town near Ulu- 
ru, or Ayers Rock. What- 
ever its origins, it’s the 
most original cruciferous 
vegetable preparation I’ve 
had in ages. 

As with the prawns, the whole 
trout that followed was as enjoyable 
to separate from its skeleton as it was 
easy. Two pieces of lamb, in yogurt and 
chutney, rounded out the small plates. 
Nothing about them was creative, but 
nothing about them could be improved. 
Although beautifully presented and 
generous overall, the thali — bowls of 
butter chicken, beef korma, seafood 
curry, dal, kadhi, raita, and basmati rice, 
centered around naan and a pappadum 
— was the tasting menu's wobbly leg.

First, by that point, I can’t conceive of 
any man, woman, or child not strug- 
gling to put a dent in a thali set this big. 
And I love garlic naan and could eat it 
indefinitely, and the char on that baby 
was spot-on, but some of the bowls 
could have used more meat and protein 
— and to get really nitpicky, something 
about the various sauces felt a little too 
consistent, as if they’d all been homog- 
enized with the same amount of the 
same thickening agent. But the korma’s 
cardamom-heavy spice mix was beguil- 
ing, the shrimp played off its seafood 
curry’s sweetness, and 
the outlier dal was rich 
and thick. 

I later got a full 
portion of that “inau- 
thentic” butter chicken 
($26), and with a lot 
more meat to evaluate 
it, it was thoroughly de- 
licious, its inauthentici- 
ty a result of using fenugreek instead of 
butter. (That sounds odd, but through 
this or that chemical reaction, it works.) 
Like enchiladas la bandera, the batata 
vada ($16) was a plate of potato cro- 
quettes that came with a red-white- 
and-green trio of chutneys and yogurt. 
It’s a bit over-sauced, in terms of the 
ratios in front of you and in crowding 
out the pineapple and mustard flavors 
in the croquettes themselves, but the 
croquettes are lighter than they appear 
and carry some lusty heat. 
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While the cocktails are good — I’m 
especially keen on the “Ne, Ne, Ne...,” 
which is basically a vanilla-centric Man- 
hattan — the real hipster catnip is the 
self-service beer fridge, all the contents 
of which are $8. Me, I sort of stared into 
it like a visitor to Yellowstone gawk- 
ing at two elk mating until somebody 
steered me toward Sixpoint Brewery’s 
Jammer Gose — which turned out to be 
much more salty than sour, so I’m prob- 
ably going to give that Brooklyn export 
a hard pass in the future and stick with 
something easier, like Fort Point KSA 
or Scrimshaw. (You can get Kingfisher if 
you want.) 

Babu Ji’s most obvious point of 
comparison would be August 1 Five, an- 
other contemporary Indian restaurant 
with a peacock motif that opened a cou- 
ple months ago on Van Ness Avenue. 
Like Deep Impact and Armageddon or 
Marguerite and Florence Foster Jenkins, 
the timing seems unfortunate and 
destined to split people’s attention, but 
Babu Ji is the better of the two. Its gol 
gappa alone are superior, but there’s a 
determination to delight that just isn’t 
present at August 1 Five to the same 
degree. 

Considering the atmosphere and the 
location, Babu Ji has potentially serious 
drawbacks, though. From the kitsch 
Bollywood soundtrack to the “Avenue 
B”-emblazoned baseball caps the staff 
wears, the vibe is so hip, so aggressively 
East Village, that it risks turning people 
off. Relatively high prices and a casual 
approach to tradition can also get under 
folks’ skin. (Service is not brisk, either 
— although I do want to commend 
the staff for swapping out dirty plates 
after almost every course.) The interior 
is cool, but the lounge next to the bar 
is a dead zone: At no point during any 
of my visits did even one person sit 
down there. More ominously, none of 
the previous four restaurants at this 
address — Conduit, Another Monkey, 
Plin, and Nostra Spaghetteria — man- 
aged to hang on for more than three 
years. But none of those places put this 
spin on cauliflower, or served luscious 
bowls of butter-less butter chicken with 
effortlessly fluffy naan. I honestly can’t 
think of a better fit for this space than 
Babu Ji.

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this visit — and an open kitchen, 
where guests can engage directly with 
the people making their food. 

Of course, the food is incomparably 
creative in flavor and presentation, 
decorated with foraged greens and 
dusty purple salt. From the scrambled 
egg shooter at the start to the tray 
of treats at the end, Lazy Bear knows 
how to make flavors and textures work 
in perfect harmony. I didn’t know 
anyone could get me to try almost-raw 
trout, let alone be craving it the next 
day, yet here we are. It’s worth noting 
that the wine pairings are expertly se- 
lected, though I won’t waver from my 
initial claim that they’re best appreci- 
ated by seasoned drinkers. 

Overall, I’m impressed with the 
bravery in doing things their own way, 
while doing them well. It’s easy to let 
a theme carry the weight of a new 
restaurant, but that’s what differen- 
tiates a mere trend from something 
more long-lasting. Lazy Bear deserves 
recognition for reviving the dying art 
of communal dining, operating under 
a high concept while delivering an au- 
thentic experience. 

For me, it’s what Lazy Bear is able 
to provide in its dinner party con- 
cept: the spirit of San Francisco. Like 
the city, the menu is ever-changing 
with the seasons and with Barzelay’s 
whims. Food is sourced locally from 
foragers and humane growers, and 
humor and wackiness aren't shelved in 
favor of the usual formality that exists 
between server and patron. Everyone’s 
in it together, creating an old-school 
S.F. feeling despite the restaurant be- 
ing the same age as a toddler. 

With that said, the service is out- 
standing, making it more impressive 
that the staff never stray from genuine 
friendliness. One good example is 
when my sister, dismayed, vocalized 
that she had broken the tip of her 
golf pencil, without which she could 
not have taken notes (drunkenly or 
otherwise). A server who'd been deftly 
refilling our water glasses all evening 
swooped in from nowhere and whis- 
pered, “Just the tip?” Later, the heavily 
tattooed pastry chef stole my sister’s 
faux-fur vest and modeled it for my 
delighted family — who, by the way, 
did not help restore my fractured rep- 
utation with all their carousing. 

Lazy Bear is one of those places 
where, if you're bummed about the 
price, it’s not because it wasn’t worth 
it, but because the cost makes it pro- 
hibitive to show up just to hang out. 
Even if I can only make it there once 
every two years, I’m glad to have this 
restaurant in San Francisco, where it’s 
free to be what it wants.

After a recent excursion through 
the underappreciated and under-visited 
neighborhood that is Portola, I wrote that 
Four Barrel Coffee was the only sign of 
gentrification along San Bruno Avenue, a 
commercial strip that’s otherwise mostly 
lined with inexpensive eateries from vari-

ous Asian cuisines. 

It’s not entirely accurate, because 
Portola also has a microbrewery with a 
strong attachment to Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. The agreeably named Fer- 
ment Drink Repeat shares initials with 
the 32nd president, and there’s a sign 
above the taps reading, “The only thing 
we have for beer is beer itself.” Roosevelt 
also espoused four freedoms: freedom 
of speech and worship, and freedom 
from fear and want. Well, we all want a 
lot of shit, and a lot of what we want is 
good beer. 

By design and by proclamation — on 
its website, not by fireside chat — the 
seven-month-old Ferment Drink Repeat 
isn’t interested in brewing the world’s

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greatest beer, but in creating a good 
gathering spot in a neighborhood that’s 
lacking them. Rather than the cavern- 
ous industrial settings that characterize 
so many breweries in the Dogpatch and 
elsewhere, its blue walls, orange chairs, 
and lots of board games feel more like a 
cafe than a place where 50-pound sacks 
of malt are regularly wheeled through 
on hand-trucks. (The fermentation 
tanks are there, but they’re in the rear, 
beyond the restrooms and the shuf- 
fleboard table and the reproductions 

of World War II-era Allied propaganda 
and the wall-mounted portraiture in- 
stallation by Phillip Hua, “We Are San 
Francisco: United Portraits of a Divided 
San Francisco.”) 

Here, under hop-cone-shaped lights, 
you can drink a commendably wide 
variety of beers, from the citrus-y, 
hardly-the-least-bit-hoppy Cat in Track- 
suits American IPA to the lightly bitter 
Portola Pils to the curiously bicultural 
amalgamation that is the Moon Rox 
Belgian IPA. If you can’t commit toa 
64-ounce growler refill for $24, you 
can always get a flight of four 4-ounce 
pours for $10. Some, like the Portola 
Pils or the I Got Your Bock, are perfectly 
drinkable and even a bit ordinary, but 
FDR gets pretty funky. (I’ve never had 
a white stout, for example, until tasting 
El Unicornio, which in addition to being 
a proper English winter warmer, is also 
chocolaty from the addition of cocoa 
nibs and whole coffee beans during the 
fermentation process.) 

Probably my favorite of the lot was 
the Saint Lucy Lager, a relatively high-al- 
cohol (8.3 percent) rauchbier with plen- 
ty of smoke, and a strong cedar note like 
the least-rented-out room in a ski lodge. 
Otter, Maris Otter, an American pale 
ale, might be the most complex, con- 
taining a strong nutty component anda 
slightly acrid quality. 

This playful Otter — which is named 
for a strain of hops, not the adorable 
aquatic mammals that link arms when 
they sleep so they don’t float away — is 
actually a collaborative effort between 
Ferment Drink Repeat and a home 
brewer named Matt Murray. There’s an 
entire room devoted to home-brewing 
equipment, in fact. 

Apart from little bags of chips, 
there’s nothing to eat, but you can bring 
food in from outside establishments, 
like the Hawaiian Drive Inn or Queen’s 
Louisiana Po’ Boy Cafe. It’s not as 
though there’s nothing in Portola — far 
from it. But there’s nothing even re- 
motely like Ferment Drink Repeat any- 
where near it, which means it could have 
half-assed its way into the neighborhood 
and probably won itself an audience. 
That’s the opposite of what happened, 
though. Not a bad tribute to the presi- 
dent who ended Prohibition, right?

Two Become One

Listening to I Had a Dream You 
Were Mine is like boarding a melanchol- 
ic time machine. 

From the doo-wop indebted “Rough 
Going (I Won't Let Up)” to the 1960s 
Bob Dylan trimmings of “You Ain't 
That Young Kid,” the songs on Hamil- 
ton Leithauser’s latest record wander 
the landscapes of genres past without 
ever devolving into tourism. 

Long before I Had a Dream You Were 
Mine came out in September 2016, 
Leithauser was the lead singer for the 
indie rock outfit, the Walkmen. Active 
from 2000 to 2013, the Washington, 
D.C., band was known for singles like 
“Heaven” and “Little House of Savag- 
es,” which embrace vintage sounds and 
put a priority on piano over drums and 
bass. 

So when the Walkmen went on 
hiatus at the end of 2013, Leithauser 
released his first solo album, Black 
Hours. Featuring significant contri- 
butions from his former bandmate 
Paul Maroon — with whom he would 
collaborate a year later on the passion 
project album Dear God — the record 
also marked the first time Leithauser 
began working with Rostam, a former 
multi-instrumentalist for Vampire 
Weekend. Though the pair joined forc- 
es with the intent of creating music, 
neither envisioned constructing an 
entire album, let alone one that would 
produce a hit single that would be 
swooped up by Apple for use in iPhone 
7 commercials. 

“It was a curveball,” Leithauser says 
of teaming up with Rostam for Black 
Hours. “T had very little faith that it 
was something that would turn into a 
real collaboration.” 

Their combined efforts resulted in 
two tracks that ended up on the album: 
“T Retired,” a jangly, folk-rock number 
built around a frisky guitar line, and 
the rollicking, harmonica-laden ballad, 
“Alexandra.” Because of the success of 
this collaboration, Leithauser turned 
to Rostam again when it came time 
to work on his next album, and the 
duo toiled away on I Had a Dream You 
Were Mine from July 2014 to February 
2016. Most of the project was recorded 
at Rostam’s house in L.A., requiring 
Leithauser to make repeated flights 
from his home in Washington, D.C. 
But over the holidays, especially during 
Thanksgiving and Christmas when 
Rostam, who is also from Washington 
D.C., would return home, the two mu- 
sicians would also lay down tracks at 
Rostam’s parent’s house, working in

a makeshift studio they set up in the 
musician’s childhood bedroom. 
“It was hilarious,” Leithauser says. 
“Tt felt like when I was 15 and I would 
be over at my friend Hugh’s house in 
his bedroom, playing Primus covers. “ 
Because of all the traveling required 
in making the album, months would 
sometimes pass between recording ses- 
sions. But Leithauser 
says the breaks were 
almost as important 


“We would get in little spats over 
it,’ Leithauser recalls, “but it definite- 
ly added to the overall sound of the 
record.” 

Because both musicians harbor 
an affinity for music of the past, the 
album culls from a range of influences, 
like soul, country, and early rock ’n’ 
roll. As a result, it’s a hard-to-cate- 

gorize record, but

steeped in the sounds of bygone eras 
and rife with a lyrical nostalgia for 
youth’s forgiveness. Album highlight 
“In a Blackout” is an acoustic séance 
for the ghosts of an old town, while an- 
other standout track, “Rough Going (1 
Won't Let Up),” pairs the twisting peals 
of a saxophone with Leithauser’s raw, 
howling vocals. 

I Had a Dream You Were Mine land- 
ed on a number of year-end lists and 
ended up becoming Leithauser’s best- 
selling work to date. It also marks a 
breakthrough of sorts for Leithauser, 

a formerly reluctant collaborator — “I 
didn’t really imagine this working out,” 
he says of teaming up with Rostam — 
and serves as tangible proof of a fruit- 
ful and inspired relationship. 

But perhaps more than anything, 
with its mélange of genres and unorth- 
odox recording locations, like Rotsam’s 
childhood bedroom, it serves as a re- 
minder that Leithauser is anything but 
normal. The traditional simply doesn’t 
suit him.

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DRINKING AND CALLING EXES 


Rayana Jay's Ascent

If you're under the age of 30 


and are (or have ever been) single, then 
the prospect of having to text the phrase 
“sorry about last night” to a crush, ex, 
fuck buddy, or Tinder date is probably 
something you've had to do. At least it is 
for singer Rayana Jay. 

“T realized that ‘sorry about last 
night’ was one of those phrases that I 
repeated more than twice a week,’ the 
23-year-old tells SF Weekly. “Especially 
after a night of drinking and calling 
exes and spilling my feelings.” 

In her October 2016 EP, the Rich- 
mond native shines a spotlight on 
these cringe-worthy morning-after 
texts, even going so far as to use the 
phrase for the record’s title. The result 
is a languid, slinky project steeped in 
jazzy instrumentals and soft R&B un- 
dertones, with in-theme track names 
like “One Missed Call” and “Nothin’ to 
Talk About.” 

“The whole project is a collection of 
drunk thoughts and rants,” Jay says. 
“It’s me saying, ‘Hey ... sorry, LOL.” 

And to think, the record almost 
never came out — or existed at all. 

Jay started recording songs after 
attending a beat production program 
at the Oakland nonprofit Youth Radio 
as a junior in high school. She record- 
ed her first track, a smoky neo-sou 
number called “Marty McFly” in 2012, 
and followed that with her debut EP, 
XXI, in February 2015. But though XXI 
did well in terms of streaming figures 
— the most-listened to track on the 
record has more than 20,000 plays 
on SoundCloud — Jay was feeling 
disgruntled and began toying with the 
idea of abandoning music altogether. 

“It got a lot of underground Bay 
Area buzz, and I got hit up to use some 
of my songs in some YouTube shows,” 
she says. “But other than that, I didn’t 
see anything from it.” 

Jay, who now lives in Vallejo, was 
also feeling stressed out by the whole 
music making process, especially be- 
cause at the time, she was doing every- 
thing on her own. 

“T was like, “Well, I don’t really know 
what I’m doing, ” Jay says. “ ‘I don’t 
have any guidance.’ ” 

Fortunately, her prayers were an- 
swered, and in the summer of 2016, 
she met Evangeline Elder, who is now 
her manager. And from that point on, 
things have only improved. 

“Sleepy Brown,’ the first single 
released from Sorry About Last Night, 
got picked up by Solange Knowles’ 
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Rayana Jay 


arts and culture website, Saint Heron, 
which premiered the track last July. 
The velvety, synth-punctuated song 
was written as a tribute to the Georgia 
singer-songwriter, Sleepy Brown, who, 
along with the other two members of 
his production team Organized Noize, 
helped create such hits as TLC’s “Wa- 
terfalls” and Big Boi’s “The Way You 
Move.” 

To Jay’s surprise, 
the morning after the 
track dropped, Brown 
mentioned her and 
the song in a pair of 
tweets. “I must say 
I love it,” he wrote. 
“Very funky. Great 
job.” 

Jay’s next achieve- 
ment occurred when 
“Sleepy Brown” 
popped up in a curated iTunes playlist 
called “Breaking R&B” that included 
new releases from artists like Ri- 
hanna and Kehlani. Thanks to Elder,

Jay’s second single, “Nothing To Talk 
About,” was premiered by The FADER 
in September, and then in October, she 
found herself performing with a live 
band for the first time in her life at the 
Oakland Music Festival. 

“T never went into it telling myself, 
‘You're going to be a soul singer’ or 
‘You're going to be a neo-R&B singer. 
It just happened like this,” she says 
of the fame and 
successes that have 
recently come her 
way. ° This all feels 
like a dream I don’t 
want to wake up 
from.” 

Jay ended 2016 
on a high note, 
performing at the 
Bay Area collective 
Wine and Bowties’ 
blowout New Year’s Eve party in down- 
town Oakland, alongside bigger acts, 
like Syd of Odd Future and the Inter- 
net fame and indie rapper Duckwrth.

“That was really big for me,” she 
says. ‘I still can’t believe it.” 

For her next project, Jay plans to 
release a debut album, and thanks to 
her experience working with musicians 
at Oakland Music Festival, hopes to 
incorporate live instrumentation into 
the project. She realizes that just like 
she did when she was flying solo, she 
might get overwhelmed and discour- 
aged while crafting the album, but at 
least now she has Elder in her corner 
and more experience under her belt. 

“I get overwhelmed when I’m doing 
a lot of stuff,” she says. “I can’t even 
sit in the back of the car and text and 
drink coffee at the same time. So I’m 
absolutely going to take my time. And 
no, I have no idea when [the album] is 
coming out.”

When discussing R&B singer R. Kelly, it’s hard to decide what to talk about. Do you bring up the sex-tape scandal that showed 
the artist peeing on an underage girl? His purported illegal marriage to Aaliyah when she was only 15? His bizarre and hilari- 
ous multi-chapter hip-hopera, Trapped in the Closet? His obsession with lewd and raunchy themes that culminated most fa- 
mously in his 2013 album, Black Panties? Or do you simply talk about his music and the many hits, like “Ignition (Remix)” 
and “Bump N’ Grind,” that he has produced? Well, it turns out that if you’re a journalist looking to interview R. Kelly, you can 
only discuss a few of these topics. In order to speak with the infamous singer — which unfortunately didn’t end up happen- 
ing — I had to sign a contract promising not to ask any personal questions and agreeing to submit my queries to his team be- 
fore the interview. Given what a divisive character he is, this was not that surprising, but in the world of music journalism, 
having to sign a contract in order to interview an artist is very unusual. (The only other time I’ve had to abide by a set of rules 
was when I interviewed harpist Joanna Newsom and was asked not to question her about her personal or marital life.) All of 
this is to say that R. Kelly is trying to put the kibosh on the juicy stuff, but the good news is that he decided to do so one inter- 
view too late. In January 2016, journalist Chris Heath managed to get the artist to open up about a number of now-taboo 
talking points, and he captured it all in the GQ profile “The Confessions of R. Kelly.” Jessie Schiewe

My partner and I have been playing with male 
chastity devices.
